A C ongressm an anil H is E x-S ecretary

W a sh in g t o n, November 15th.—I n 
th e 
Crimina! Court here to-day, Jam es H . Gra­ 
ham, ex-private secretary'of Congressman 
Glover, was tried on a charge of house­ 
breaking, for entering Glover's house on 
September 10th aud abstracting a quantity 
of valuable papers belonging to th e case of 
Mrs. Anastasia Patten against her architect, 
Flem ing, for swindling. 
Testimony for the prosecution, given by 
Glover and two of his employes and a pri­ 
vate detective, showed that Graham had 
been discharged by Glover and that two 
days later he entered the house and secured 
the papers, and afterwards acknowledged 
to the private detective that he had them 
and would return them for $300. 
For the defense, Graham testified that he 
was an attorney in the Patten-Flem ing suit, 
and had a right to the papers. 
H e denied 
breaking into the house, and charged that 
the house was kept closed to avoid Glover’s 
creditors. 
H e entered the back way, but 
neither broke or even moved the bolt of 
the door. 
After some more m inor testimony, Judge 
Montgomery charged the jury that if they 
believed Graham was entitled’to the papers 
he could not he convicted. 
The case was 
then given to the jury, and after being out 
three hours they brought in a verdict of 
disagreement and were discharged. It is 
understood the jury were eight for acquit­ 
tal and four for conviction.

THE PEACE OF EXECUTION. 


Anschlag, the brutal Los Angeles m ur­ 
derer, has cheated the gallows by commit­ 
ting suicide. 
It was clearly the result of 
carelessness th a t he secured jx/ison. 
H ad 
Anschlag been confined after final convic­ 
tion in one of the State Prisons, it is im­ 
probable th at th e scaffold would have lteen 
robbed of its victim . 
T he next Legisla­ 
ture should give attention to this subject 
of executions. 
T he policy of our law is 
adverse to public executions, and the same 
reason that fortifies th a t policy will sustain 
th e further advance of having all execu­ 
tions take place at one of the State Prisons. 
New Y ork and Ohio have adopted this 
reform, and could not be induced to relin­ 
quish it and return to the old system of 
m aking every Sheriff an executioner. 
On purely economic grounds the law 
should be reformed as suggested. 
The im ­ 
mense cost to the j>eople of executions in 
fifty-two counties will be wholly elim inated 
I f performed by one executioner at one place. 
M orally, the step is one to be taken, be­ 
cause an execution at a county seat is de­ 
moralizing. 
It excites the entire commu­ 
nity ; it creates an intense and morbid 
appetite for the gallows tragedy ; it gives 
the 
newspapers opportunity to enlarge 
upon the last hours and the death struggles 
of the condemned, and to just th at extent 
the sensibilities of people are benumbed. 
I t robs the gallows of much of its terror to 
the m urderer, because it gives him oppor­ 
tunity to pose as a hero and to “ die gam e” 
in the newspapers. 
Strange as it may 
seem, it is absolutely true, as all experi­ 
enced officers can bear witness, that the 
dram atic scenes of last hours and of last 
moments on the scaffold are causes for 
considerable display of vanity by criminals. 
They take on an air of consequence at 
such times th at really infects others of the 
vicious class w ith envy, and has not a 
little to do w ith the perpetra.ion of other 
murders, because, as has been said, it 
cheats the rope of something of its terror 
B ut there are still other reasons why 
the Legislature w ithout any further delay 
should enact a law requiring the con­ 
demned to be a t once transferred, say to 
San Q uentin, and there confined until the 
hour of execution, and to be then hanged 
as by law provided. 
These reasons are in 
brief; T hat the whole sentim ental brigade 
w ill be excluded from the prisoner. 
H e 
w ill not he showered with flowers or wept 
over by cranky' women whose emotions are 
misdirected in their manifestation. 
He 
will not be w ritten up by the sensational 
men of the sensational press, and the m ur­ 
derer exalted into a hero and a m artyr 
by the publicity given to his words and 
his acts. T he gallows will cease to become 
a dram atic stage for the posing of the con­ 
demned. 
Executions will not be commu­ 
nity excitants and irritants, and they will 
therefore more truly serve the deterrent 
purpose of the law. 
The victim will be so 
confined and shut out from the world and 
watched as to render his escape by suicide 
or otherwise improbable, if not impossible. 
.So soon as the m urderer is finally con­ 
demned he ought to be, as be is in France, 
esteemed civilly dead and cut off from all 
the world u tte rly ; his very name should 
disappear thereafter in crim inal records 
except as a key to the interpretation of 
the num ber by w hich he is known among 
the condemned. 
W ith the executions performed at one 
place, and by one executioner, we would 
be unlikely to have bungling and horrify­ 
ing “ jobs,” as now frequently happens, 
and the sentence of death would come to 
be so dreadful th at it would make men 
fear to kill w here now they are so fre­ 
quently nonchalant about taking human 
life. 
W hoever 
gives 
thought to 
this 
subject will not fail 
to 
discover th at 
there is no sufficient reason to be advanced 
against the proposition we make, and that 
there is in favor of it every reason of 
economy, m orality and effectiveness. 


RAILROAD PROGRESS. 


For the fiscal year, 1887, according to 
Poor’s Manual of Railroads for 1888, there 
had been laid in the U nited States 149,­ 
912.70 miles of railroad track. 
The in­ 
crease of mileage in the fiscal year was 
14,392.04. 
The enormous value involved 
can be best appreciated bv th e further 
statem ent th at the liabilities of the com­ 
panies owning the 149,912 miles of track 
amounted to $8,896,431,214, w hile their 
total assets are valued at $9,199,954,515, 
and their total available revenue amounts 
to $414,300,031. 
Poor finds th a t the tabu­ 
lations of earnings, construction, e tc, show 
a more prosperous condition of railroading 
in 1887 than was anticipated. 
Thus the 
gross earnings in 1S87 were $110,209,866 
in excess of those of 1886, while the excess 
of net earnings was $34,385,555. 
The 
period of depression in the business of the 
couutry characterizing 1884 and 
1885, 
having passed, the statistician concludes 
th at we are about to enter upon an era of 
prosperity th at can be checked only by 
som e.extraordinary and unlooked-fitr polit­ 
ical or industrial convulsion. For the bus­ 
iness of railroading is so closely related to 
th e industries of the country th a t no other 
comm ercial barom eter so sensitively indi­ 
cates their condition. 
From th e tables of the same authority 
we find that the section m aking the great­ 
est progress in the development of railway 
systems is th e W est. 
In th e region west 
of the M ississippi and O liiorivers andea-t 
of th e Rocky Mountains, the increase of 
m iles of road operated ia 1887 over 1886 
was 6,712 miles, the Pacific group of States 
and Territorios ranking next. 
The gross 
earning* of the western roads ic 1887 ex­ 
ceeded those of 1886 by $58,101,266, and 
th e next largest 
increase 
is 
credited 
to th e six M iddle States, Yew York, 
Yew Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, 
M aryland and W est \ irginia. In the excess 
of gross earnings per mile the Pacific 
group leads with $391, the South standing 
next with $357, the W est being $262; hut 
the excess or increase in net earnings ¡>er 
m ile were g re a te r in the South, $119. 
T he new railw ay construction in 1888, up 
to Ju n e 30th, aggregated 2,300 miles, and 
was principally in the South, Southwest 
and upon the Pacific coast. 
T he estimate , 
is made th at by the close of th e year it ! 
w ill have exceeded 5,500 miles. 
3 
J 
Mr. Poor points out that in the >South 


th e period treated (1887) was one of re­ 
markable activity in railroading, as well 
as in all other branches of industrial en­ 
terprise. indicating th at the era of pros­ 
perity predicted for the South has set in. 
In 1S87 the mileage of railroads in oj*er- 
ation increased 1,229 over the total of 
1886, and 1,859 over th at of 18S4. 
In the 
six years from 1881 to 18S6 there were 
only unim portant increases in gross and 
in net earnings. 
In 1887, after three 
years of no progress, 
‘tal directed its 
attention to the South as a place for in­ 
vestment, for the development of its m in­ 
eral wealth, its lum ber capacity and the 
betterm ent of its farm lands. 
As a re­ 
sult, many new industries were put afoot, 
and naturally the railroad system ex­ 
tended. 
This progress, says Mr. Poor, has 
been at a rate unequaled in the past, and 
the earnings of the old lines have in­ 
creased in ratio to the impetus thus given 
them . 


ADMISSION OF STATES. 


The San Francisco Alta is a Democratic 
journal. 
Fortunately, however, its parti­ 
sanship does not blind it to some of the 
errors of its party nor wholly check the 
honest impulse to reprove it as it deserves. 
A dm itting th at the next House of Repre­ 
sentatives will be Republican by a small 
m ajority—sufficiently small to prevent any 
running to excesses—the Alla frankly says: 
We hope the first act of the new Congre-s will 
be the admission of Dakota, Washington, Mon­ 
tana, Idaho, Arizona and New Mexico, and the 
submission of an amendment to the Federal 
Constitution abolishing polygamy, so that Utah 
may come in, and all the territory under the 
liag, except far Alaska, be endowed with self­ 
government and the circle of States be made 
complete. The too long exclusion of these Ter­ 
ritories has been due to the partisan greed of 
power, which insisted upon admitting Dakota 
as two States for the sake of gaining two Sena­ 
tors. But whether now as one or two States, let 
the unnatural situation cease. It will mean a 
present increase of twenty six in the electoral 
vote. Either party may win it all and lose a 
national election, or lose it all and win. Poli­ 
tics which depends on such finesse us the exclu­ 
sion' or admission of the Territories is not skin 
deep. 
W e disagree w ith the Alta as to the 
caase for the division of Dakota. 
The 
situation, as we understand it, is this: 
T hat the people of Dakota are themselves 
the authors of the idea of two States 
they are certainly not agreed to come into 
the Union as one. 
Each section is repre­ 
sented as having population sufficient and 
as in all respects fitted to don the robes of 
Statehood. 
But, however th at m ay be, 
the question oi two 1 hikotas or one may 
safely left for Congressional consideration. 
U nder the Democratic A dm inistration not 
even one Dakota or one W ashington or 
one Idaho had any chance w hatever of 
gaining entrance to the Union of States. 
The President did not advise or use his in­ 
fluence 
in 
th at 
direction— Democratic 
policy forbade it for party’s sake. 
If parti­ 
san greed demanded the carving of two 
States out of Idaho, so partisan fear on the 
other side refused even one to the people of 
W ashington, Arizona, W yoming or Mon­ 
tana. 
The right of the American people 
to local self-government is above and supe­ 
rior to the claims and advantages of polit­ 
ical parties, and the denial of th at right 
to any group of citizens clearly entitled is 
a political crime th at no party can afford 
to commit. 


I f there is any tru th in the story that 
the Democrats are industriously at work 
m anipulating election returns, so as to 
give them control of the House of R epre­ 
sentatives, we can trust Mr. Quay, of the 
Republican N ational Committee, to un­ 
earth the rascality. 
H is adm irable m an­ 
agement of the campaign of G eneral H a r­ 
rison gives the people confidence in his 
managerial ability. 
There is a good deal 
of reason to suspect trickery on the part of 
the Democracy. 
R eturns have been held 
back in doubtful States unconscionably 
long. 
They have been so retarded, indeed, 
th a t no possible satisfactory explanation 
can be given, and in every instance this 
w ithholding of returns has been in pre­ 
cincts where the Democrats had control of 
the election machinery.

wreaked their vengeance on fiveof the lead­ 
ing witnesses who brought him within the 
shadow of the gallows. 
The lynching is said to have taken place 
on Tuesday night on the banks of Bull 
creek, in Christian couuty, but nothing 
authentic has been learned. The point at 
which it is said to have occurred is fortv 
miles from a telegraph station, and the 
only means of communication is by mes­ 
senger. 
Late last night a man by the nam e of 
Grant arrived here from Taney City, in 
Taney county, to see Joe Inm an and Chas. 
Groves, to give them warning not to return 
to their home in Christian county. Inm an 
and Groves were concerned in ’ the Green 
and Edens murder, and to save their necks 
they turned State's evidence. Boih came 
here several days ago, and were about re­ 
turning when G rant reached here and told 
them that five men had already been 
lynched, and the lynchers were waiting for 
them.

W hat fields of clover have surrounded 
that class of individua!» known as “students 
of hum an nature” for the last three days!

1 
was unusually long in preparing m y toilet 
that morning ; my thoughts were too deep 
to be interrupted by incidental matters, but 
finally I began to raise in m y own estim a­ 
tion and Lo sum up the list of m y supposed 
accomplishments, and came to the con­ 
clusion that I m ight reasonably hope to 
choose from the long list of men whose 
names were presented to me on the various 
tickets, such as m ight be best fitted for the 
positions to which they aspired. 
H aving reached thisconclusion, and hav­ 
ing again recalled the im portance of my 
vote, and the caution with which it ought 
to be voted, I stepped from m y pleasant 
quarters out into the open air, and was 
soon walking briskly along one of the bus­ 
iest thoroughfares on m y way to my usual 
place of business. 
The change from my 
comfortable hom e to the windy and dusty 
streets was not the most agreeable one, and 
as I hurried on m y way my thoughts, which 
had been up to that time above nry sur­ 
roundings, began to lower a little, and to 
dwell upon the persons and things with 
which 1 was surrounded.

title them to vote, unless it be the fact that 
they had inherited m an’s form and his 
worst appetite, nam ely, that for intoxicat­ 
ing drinks. And yet these men, at the price 
ot the drink which had ju st been paid for 
by the candidate who had them in churge, 
were m arching over to the polls and were 
going to cast votes that m ight change the 
fate of the whole country.

the principle already applied with such 
great advantage in the case of the Scotch 
Crofters.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 
THE STATE DEBT. 
All of the Outstanding Bonds will Fail 
Due in 1893. 
In speaking of the State debt the Con­ 
troller says: 
At the beginning of the thirty-eighth fiscal 
year the State debt amounted to (2.953,500. Since 
that time. State Cupitoi bonds of 1S72, amount­ 
ing to (250,000, have been redeemed, leaving the 
State debt uow S2,703,500, classified as follows: 
Bonds of 1857, interest ceased................

Bonds ot 1800, interest ceased................ 
500 
Bonds of 1873,6 per cent................. 2,69S,000 
Total......................................................$>,703,500 
The funded debt is as follows :

The interest-bearing debt consists of:

The bonds held In private hands, bearing in­ 
terest at this date, are bonds of 1873, 6 percent., 
amounting to $334,000. 
The funded debt bonds of 1857 were is­ 
sued under the Act of April 28, 1857. The 
amount of bonds issued was $3,900,000, all 
of which, except bonds amounting to 
$5,000, have been redeemed or refunded, 
and upon these interest has ceased. 
The bonds of 1860, amounting to $19S,- 
500. were issued under the Act of April 30, 
1860. These bonds have all been redeemed 
or refunded, excepting bonds amounting to 
$500. These latter were called in July 31, 
1875, but have not yet been surrendered, al­ 
though interest ceateJ from date of notice. 
The State Capitol bonds of 1872 were is­ 
sued under the Act of March 28, 1872, and 
amount to $250,000. These bonds fell due 
July 1, 1887, and have been redeemed. 
Of the $2,703.500 outstanding bonds of 
the Stale, $2 364,000 are held by the Slate 
for the benefit of the school and University 
funds, leaving but $339,50(1 in private 
hands. Of tms amount $5.500 have been 
called in, there being money in the Treas­ 
ury to pay them. 
The State lunded debt bonds of 1873, 
falling due July 1, 1893, amount to $2,698,­ 
000. Of this amount the sum of $60,000 
has been called in, and interest on them 
has ceased, thus virtually leaving but 
$2,638,000 ou'standing. 
As will be seen, therefore, the whole 
amount of outstanding bonds will fall due 
in 1893. They must of course be refunded 
or paid. The money has not been pro­ 
vided for their payment. Hence it will be 
the duty of the Legislature to provide for 
this emergency, and prompt action will be 
necessary.

MORE BURULAUn CAGED. 
Three Eastern Cracksmen Captured by 
Officer Franks. 
The police seem to have done good work 
on the last two burglaries committed in the 
city. The two men who robbed the Hunt- 
ington-Hopkins Company last Saturday 
night have already been examined and 
committed for trial and the property recov­ 
ered.Yesterday officer Franks arrested three 
men, who gave the names of Robert Reyn­ 
olds, H. Lewis and William Smith, on sus­ 
picion that they were the men who bur­ 
glarized the residence of the Rev. A. 0. 
Herrick on Sunday night last. When the 
men were searched at the Station House, 
the watch taken from Mr. Herrick’s house 
was found on the person of Reynolds, also 
one of the ear-rings and the cases of a gold 
watch. 
Reynolds and Lewis were arrested 
gether and Smith subsequently, and t;. 
latter claims that he does not know the 
other men. The three had been seen to­ 
gether, however, and it is probable that 
they ail belong to the same gang. They 
are all from the East, and claim that they 
only arrived here last Friday. 
A BOLD BURGLARY. 
A Thief Bobs a Bedroom lu Broad Day­ 
light. 
Linus Weed, who has a night watch at a 
downtown restaurant, retired to his room 
in the Gleeman House, at 7 a. m. on Wed­ 
nesday. When he arose in the afternoon 
he noticed his coat and vest lying on the 
floor in front of the door. He knew that 
he had hung them tip on hooks, and he 
was at a ioss to know how they came to be 
upon the floor. He began to inspect. The 
pockets were all turned inside out. The 
door was locked and the matter was a com­ 
plete puzzle until he noticed that the 
transom above the door was open. The 
thief had opened the transom and with a 
stick or cane had reached the clothing, 
rifled the pockets, and then dropped them 
on the inside of the room. It was a daring 
burglary in broad daylight. The thief only 
obtained 70 cents. Mr. Weed had taken 
his watch out of his vest and placed it un­ 
der nis pillow, and thus the burglar was 
cheated out ot a fine time piece. 
The Glorious Kaln. 
The Signal Service reports at 5 p. m. yes­ 
terday show that rain was falling at Red 
Bluff and Sacramento, it being .28 of an 
inch at Red Bluff, and .47 of an inch at 
Sacramento, and the heaviest precipitation 
in this city has taken place since the 5 r. u. 
observation. It was still raining at mid­ 
night. 
The total amount of precipitation in this 
city yesterday was .47 of an inch, making 
1.02 inches for this season, as against .02 of 
an inch to an equal date last year. 
The highest and lowest temperature ves- 
terdav was 56° and 49°, with rainy weather, 
variable winds and a falling barometer. 
The first decided precipitation last year 
began on the 28th of November, lasting 
three days, and amounting to .45 of an 
inch. 
There was no rain north of this State 
yesterday, which shows that this storm 
came in from the ocean south of Oregon. 
Beginning with yesterday Lieutenant J. 
E. Maxfield, indication officer at San Fran­ 
cisco, began telegraphing the indications of 
the weather for the twenty-four hours be­ 
ginning a t 5 a . m . yesterday and ending at 
5 a . m . to-day, to a great many interior 
towns who do not receive them otherwise, 
only through the San Francisco and Sacra­ 
mento papers, which makes the indications 
of little value to those living a considerable 
distance from those cities. 
N eed Looking A lter. 
Fifteenth street from L to M is in a very 
bad condition for winter travel. Both of 
the street r a il w a y companies have tracks 
upon the street that are several inches 
above the present grade. Teams hauling 
supplies to the State Printing Office find 
difficulty in crossing the tracks, and the 
latter are being knocked out of shape by 
the heavy trucks. The street should be 
raised to the grade of the rails, or the latter 
should be lowered to the present grade of 
the street. Neither of the tracks are being 
operated at present. 
P olice Court Not«8. 
In the Police Court yesterday morning 
Carrie Russell was fined $10 for disturbing 
the peace. 
Alexander Kinney, alias “Big Jim,” was 
sent to the Countv Jail for eighty days for 
petit larceny. He is the man who robbed 
two jewelry stores of valuable chains. 
The case of A. Cordano and J. Cordano, 
charged by A. J. Senatz with a misde­ 
meanor, was continued until to-day. 
Billiard Tournam ent.

THE FOLSOM DAM. 
LOCAL BREVITIES. 


PROGRESS OF TIIE CONSTRUCTION 
WORK UPON IT. 


The Tem porary Dam Bloivn Up 
Yesterday and W ater Turned 
Through the New Structure. 


The construction of the dam across the 
American river above the State Prison at 
Folsom is the most important piece of 
public work now in progress in the State, 
considering the beneficial relation it will 
sustain, when completed, with the man­ 
agement and work at the State Prison, and 
the innumerable manufacturing industries 
which will be promoted by the motive 
power it will furnish. 
The work upon the dam proper, which 
could not be commenced until the 
low water of the fall season was reached, 
has since been prosecuted with the utmost 
vigor, anti successful results. The tempo­ 
rary dam for turning the water from the 
bed of the river through a tiume was com­ 
pleted in September, but the laying of stone 
was practically commenced on October 1st. 
From that date to November 15th, or in 45 
days, 90,000 cubic feet of granite was laid. 
The laying of that amount of material, in 
such a class of work, and in so short a 
space of time, with only six masons, three 
only of whom were fully experienced work­ 
men, denotes remarkable expedition in 
work, and justifies the high degree of satis­ 
faction felt by Warden Aull and the engi­ 
neer in charge, P. A. Humbert, at the pro­ 
gress made. 
The concrete foundation beneath the 
solid masonry has an average depth of 
four' feet, but on the lower side of the 
dam it is much greater by reason of the 
downward pitch of the bedrock. The 
width of base of the structure on the bed­ 
rock is 61 feet, and will be 25 ieet on top 
when completed. The liight of the struct­ 
ure at the present time is 20 feet and 6 
inches, and when completed will be 69 feet. 
The entire length of the dam will be 469 
feet. Of this 218 feet is the tangent, or por­ 
tion extending directly across the river: 
121 feet of curve, by which the water will 
be turned to the State Prison side of the 
river, and 130 feet of wing for conducting 
the water to the canal. It is estimated that 
about one-sixth of the masonry work of 
the entire structure is now completed, but 
considering the great difficulty in control­ 
ling the tiow of the river, and in getting 
the foundation laid, much more than that 
proportion of the work is done. 
The accompanying cut gives a sectional 
view of the dam, and in connection with 
the above description, shows its relative di­ 
mensions. The right hand side of the cut 
represents the hack side of the structure, 
and the left band side, the face, the long, 
sloping surface forming an apron of solid 
granite, upon which the water will pour 
from the top of the dam and be carried out­ 
ward away from the foundation, to pre­ 
serve it from injury. The lower, dotted 
section of the cut represents the concrete 
work upon which the masonry is built, but 
does not show the extreme thickness of 
concrete laid under the face side of the 
structure, which was required in following 
the pitch of the bedrock. 
The top line of the black section running 
across the cut about an inch from the base, 
represents the bight to which the dam is 
now built most of the way across the river. 
The structure, from the concrete on the 
bottom, to this line, is laid in solid granite 
masonry except three openings which are 
four feet square, and run entirely through 
the structure, as shown by lighter engrav­ 
ing between the two black surfaces. These 
openings are to let the river current pass 
through while the dam is being built and 
will be closed wüen the structure is fully 
completed, by means of heavy tiood-gates. 
When the upper part of the dam is done 
and these gates are closed, the opening on 
the face side of the dam will be tilled in 
with granite masonry. 
The light portion of the cut above the 
black section, represents parts of the dam 
yet to be built, the work upon which can 
be much more rapidly carried forward than 
that of laying the foundation and construct­ 
ing the openings referred to. 
THE TEMPOBARY DAM BLOWN UP. 
By invitation of P. A. Humbert, engineer 
in charge of the work, quite a number of 
prominent citizens and members of the 
press from Sacramento and elsewhere 
visited the works at the dam yesterday, to 
witness the destruction of the temporarv 
dam just above, so as to let the 
water pass through the opening in 
the permanent structure as above 
described. To remove the temporary dam 
a mine containing 360 pounds of blasting 
powder and 100 pounds of giant powder 
was arranged in it. When everything was 
in readiness the mine was fired by elec­ 
tricity. aud a column of debris and sand 
about 50 teet in width was thrown 100 feet 
or more into the air with terrific force. 
As soon as the smoke cleared from the 
air so that the result could be seen, the 
work of destruction was found to be en­ 
tirely successful and the water commenced 
to pour through the old dam and the open­ 
ings designed for it in the new structure. 
Before many hours the entire volume of 
water now carried by the American river 
was flowing through the three openings in 
the new dam. 
The tiume which has heretofore carried 
the water of the river past the construction 
works will now be removed and that side 
of the main dam will be built np to corre­ 
spond with the other. This will be effected 
in one week if the weather is good. Should 
pleasant weather continue thereafter, the 
work of building up the entire surface 
of the structure will be proceeded with 
and continued until it is overtopped 
with the rise of the river. During the 
rainy season work will be carried forward 
upon the wing and canal. When low 
water another summer permits resumption 
of work apon the main portion of the 
dam, everything is to be in readiness to 
push the project forward with the utmost 
speed, with the expectation to complete it 
before the rains set in next fail. 
After witnessing the destruction of the 
temporary dam, Warden Aull invited the 
guests to bis residence at the prison, where 
a sumptuous lunch was provided by the 
Warden and Mrs. Aull, with Mr. and Mrs. 
Humbert joining in extending honors to 
the guests. 
During the lunch hour, the following 
toasts, approproate to the occasion, were 
given, and appropriate responses made, 
Warden Aull acting as master of cere­ 
monies : “ The Sacramento Board of 
Trade and its Relations to the Industries 
Promised by the Folsom Water Power,” 
respouded to by Joseph Steffens: “ Fol­ 
som, May it Become the Lowell of 
the West,” response by J. H. Burnham. 
“ The Part Performed by the Governor and 
Warden Aull in procuring to the State the 
Advantages of the Great Folsom Water­ 
Power,” offered by J. H. Burnham, who 
called upon Warden Aull to respond. 
“ The Future of Sacramento,” response 
by E. C. H art: “ The Folsom Water­ 
Power Company,” response by H. P. Liv­ 
ermore;” ••The Press,” response by one of 
tbe Bohemians;” “The Constructing En­ 
gineer,” response by P. A. Humbert; “Tbe 
Ladies,” response by W. P. Coleman; “The 
Mercantile Interests of Sacramento," re­ 
sponse by Win. Ingram, Jr. The party 
then responded with glasses to the toast, 
“The Health of Govenor Waterman.” and 
the pleasant occasion was brought to a 
close.

SOCIAL AND PERSONAL. 


STATE LIBRARY. 
It Coutalua till,OOd Volumes and Ranks 
A m o n g (h e Best in the Union. 
The report ot the Trustees of the State 
Library has just beeu issued from theofiice 
of the State Printer. It is a pamph'et of 
twenty-four pages aud contains interesting 
information. In their letter to the Gov­ 
ernor they say: 
It would lessen the amount of labor required 
for the proper care and preservation of the con­ 
tents of the library it the driveway on the east 
side of the Capitol could be sprinkled, or in 
some manner improved, thereby securing 
greater immunity irom dust. The conforma­ 
tion of the rear ot the building makes the an­ 
noyance from this source, during the dry season 
of the year, very great. 
In regard to the character of the accessions 
made, we may now briefly speak. When mak­ 
ing selections, we have borne in mind those 
topics wherein the library was drticient, and 
have sought to order with special reference to 
meeting the require mums oi a reference library 
in a rapidly developing State. 
Much attentiou hus been given to agriculture 
and kindred subjects. The number of volumes 
in the educational, mu-ical, and medical de­ 
partments has been L.rgely augmented. Much 
attention has beeu devoted to tne tilling up aud 
completion of our stts of periodicals, aud at 
the same time our annual subscription list has 
been materially eniatge 1. Our collection of the 
publications known ~s “Bohn’s Library” has 
been made as compl -te as was practicable. 
Many additions have been made to the collec­ 
tion ot State and county waps and to insure 
their preservation aud to make them readily 
accessible for referouce, all have been mounted 
on spring rollers and hung on brackets. Kach 
is numbered, and by this means can be found at 
once, alter referring to the alphabetical index 
which lias been made of them. 
The growth of the Law Department has con­ 
tinued steady aud uniform. When outstanding 
orders have been filled, we think we can Bufeiy 
say that it will not satVer from comparison with 
any in our country. 
TH E LIBBARIAN’s REPORT. 
In bis report the State Librarian sa\*3 : 
The .‘■'cC.-etary of State, in his rerort dated 
July 1, i ns, assumes, without foundation, that 
this library "is well stocked with bocks”: and, 
laboring under this mistake, recommends that 
the law be changed so as to permit the applica­ 
tion ol a portion of the library fund to be used 
for beautifying the Stnte grounds. While it is 
true, as stated, that the library book register 
shows upward of 69,00u volumes, it must not be 
forgotten that in this number are included the 
many’housand volumes of United .States and 
State documents and books of the I.aw Depart­ 
ment. 1 he value of these is limited to special 
fields, and when due allowance is made it will 
be readily perceived that we have much to ac­ 
quire before we can consider the library "well 
Mocked ’ and worthy to rank among the best oi 
our country. The fact will be made more evi­ 
dent, perhaps, by an examination of the follow­ 
ing list, showing the number of volumes con­ 
tained m tonit of the more important libraries 
of the world in 1886:

76,733 
This state of affairs is sufficient to convince 
any one familiar with libraries that we have but 
a nucleus, much needed additions to which de­ 
mand an outlay of thousands of dollars. This 
has long been realized by your honorable Board 
and myself, but lor obvious reasons it has been 
deemed advisable to delay purchasing exten­ 
sively until after the catalogue, now under way, 
has been printed. Californians justly take great 
pride in their Mate aud i s institutions, and 1 
think no one could desire to see its library 
hampered or the extent of its usefulness less­ 
ened. Rather do they wish to see it liberally 
endowed and enabled to rank among libraries 
as high does our State amoug States. 
The fees of the office of the Secretary* of 
State, Which is the support of the State 
Library, were for the year ending June 30, 
1887, $18,160 10; for the year ending June 
30, 1888, $24,578 29.

How the Educational Department of Cal­ 
ifornia is Maintained. 
John P. Dunn. State Controller, in his 
biennial report for the thirty-eighth and 
thirty-ninth fiscal years, in speaking of the 
State school fund, says: 
“The revenue for the support of common 
schools arises front properry tax, poll tax, 
interest upon unpaid principal due from 
sales of lands granted by the General Gov­ 
ernment to the State for educational pur­ 
poses, known as State school lands, from 
interest on bonds held in trust by the State 
for the support of common schools, and 
from the sale of Geological Survey reports. 
The money arising from a I these sources is 
known as the Stale school fund. It is appor­ 
tioned to the several counties semi annu­ 
ally, during the months of February and 
August, hv the State Superintendent of 
Public Instrucdon, and is drawn upon Con­ 
troller’s warrants, issued on presentation of 
the Superintendent's dralts, in favor of the 
several County Treasurers.”

STATE BOARD OF TRADE. 


AX OFFICIAL ADDRESS TO 
-HE 
STATE. 


T hc O bjects o f th e S ta te B o a rd an d 
M eth ods by W h ic h it S eek s 
to A ccom p lish T hem . 


The officers of the State Board of Trade 
have issued the following address concern­ 
ing the objects of that institution and the 
methods adopted to accomplish them : 
Something more than a year ago, for the 
first time in the history of the State, the 
tide of immigration seemed surely to be 
moving westward in a constant and resist­ 
less stream, seeking, as it were, for a home 
and abiding place towards the setting sun. 
A few representative gentlemen, having 
the best interests of their State at heart, 
bethought themselves of a plan whereby 
this 
immigration, 
comprising men 
of 
wealth, men of moderate means, mechan­ 
ics, artisans, toilers, etc., might be con­ 
vinced of the grandeur of our western do­ 
main ; might he made to know of its re­ 
sources, its great wealth, its wonderful fer­ 
tility ot soil, its incomparable climate, its 
freedom from devastation by the elements 
and the thousand and one advantages that 
go to make it the Eden of America, the 
garden spot of the world, by an object les­ 
son of the State’s production, that would 
remove from the skeptic emigrant’s imag­ 
ination any impression he may havegained 
of an ethereal fairy-land iti the western 
slope, by reading literature which pleased 
his fancy, while it sometimes would not 
convince his honest judgment as to relia­ 
bility. 
His desire for travel excited by 
what he reads, the immigrant sets fortli for 
this land of plenty, and upon arriving, how 
shall he solve the problem of his instruc- 
tio t? Shall he instruct himself by an a m 
less personal inquiry and research, or sha 1 
he be instructed, and if the latter, how ? 
That was the problem to be solved. 
The 
plan adopted was th is: from the several 
counties of the State were to he gathered 
samples of their productions ; arranged in 
pleasing shape and countless variety, they 
were there to meet the eye of the traveler, 
and lie would become convinced that real­ 
ity had taken the place of what he thought 
was fiction. H e might doubt what he 
had read about California, hut what he 
had seen lie surely must believe. Such 
was the object, such the plan, that led to 
the inauguration of ^reorganization known 
as the State Board of Trade. That the 
Slate Board of Trade has solved this prob­ 
lem and supplied this want both to the 
inn,:: -rant and the State is now no longer 
a m a tte r of doubt but an assured fact. 
Its 
success a lte r a little m o re than a vear’s 
growth has been phenomenal, and its labors 
in its accepted field have been a subject of 
much congratulation. 
The Board invites attention throughout 
the State to its manner of working and to 
its magnificent display of the products of 
the several counties now affiliated with the 
organization. 
It is in no way a competi­ 
tive display, neither is it a partial Board, 
It neither attempts to invite inspection to 
any one part of tire State to the detriment 
of another, nor place one county above an­ 
other, but its aim is to thoroughly make 
known the advantages and resources of the 
whole State as a place for a home, and 
leaves the disposal of the immigration now 
coming in to the energy and progressive 
spirit of the different counties comprising 
its organization. For that reason the man­ 
agement wishes to impress upon each and 
every county in the State that they take 
steps to affiliate with the central organiza­ 
tion, if they have not already done so, to 
see tire importance of a concerted and com­ 
bined effort of all interested to make the 
State as a whole, present its best features 
to the people of the Atlantic Slope and the 
World. 
The State Board aims to instruct the 
visitor, not to direct nor control him. 
To instruct the affiliated counties concern­ 
ing the immigrant’s inquiries, and then to 
direct the counties how to instruct the im­ 
migration. The mode is this: all special 
inquiries concerning the best place to set­ 
tle are referred to the counties in affilia­ 
tion, they to answer and present their best 
features to the inquirer, and to their en­ 
ergy and presentation of the case tire im­ 
migrant is influenced to the selection of his 
choice as to where lie will permanently 
settle. 
To the elimination of all interest 
of a selfish nature whereby some locality 
may be favored above others, the State 
Board owes its success; also by a proper 
appreciation of its own dignity, and hold­ 
ing with a single purpose to but one ob­ 
ject, and that object the desire to present 
to the public, and the world at large, the 
best features and the finest productions of 
this favored land. 
By just such an impar­ 
tial course to all, the State Board has lieen 
able to attain its present position as an in­ 
fluential factor in behalf of the State’s 
prosperity. 
In ancient times all roads led to Rome, 
so it is in these modem times of immigra­ 
tion, all roads lead to California, and sooner 
or later all pilgrims from the far East find 
their Mecca in San Francisco. 
Here, in 
the commercial center of the State, where 
the men of wealth, the men of labor, the 
pleasure-seeker ami the home-seeker find 
their way at last through the highroads 
that lead into the metropolis, a permanent 
and well-kept exhibit and storehouse of 
information should 6c maintained. 
Great 
is the importance of this. 
The experience of a year has taught us 
how eagerly and how gladly the Eastern 
traveler makes use of this great object les­ 
son spread out before him. 
Its influence for good and far-reaching 
results cannot be calculated. Our late ex­ 
hibition at Columbus, Ohio, daring the G. 
A. R. encampment was viewed by thou­ 
sands and its influence was very great. 
While from time to time it will be the pur­ 
pose of the State Board to present exhibits 
at great gatherings of people in the East, 
yet here in San Francisco—here in our 
parent organization—is the great need of 
our ex h ib it; here it is, that the traveling 
public desiring information concerning the 
wonderful State of California, expects to 
see the grandest exhibition of her prod­ 
ucts. Judging by the success of our past 
efforts to please them, we have every indi­ 
cation of a bright prospect in the future. 
The travel towards our State has as yet 
hardly commenced; therefore the State 
Board of Trade urges upon each and every 
county to break the shackles binding them 
to a past silurian age and vie with the 
counties already affiliated in aiding the 
State Board to the accomplishment of the 
purpose for which it was organized.
